IS TAKEN TO PITTSBUKO. 


Edward Butler, of St. Louis, is 
Indicted. 


County Attorney J ohn Cash- 
man, who for y ears was the attor­ 
ney of the late S. L, 
Lipscomb, 
has been retained to bring two suits 
in behalf of the widow, and the 
first was filed last Friday eveing by 
Cashman & Bohling , the petition 
being as follow s: 
“ In the circuit court of Pettis 
county , M o., May term, 19 03. 
“ Rennia E^. Lipscomb, plaintiff, 
vs. J ohn W . Baldwin, defendant. 
“ Plaintiff for her cause of action 
ag ainst the defendant states that 
on the 29 th day of J anuary , A . D. 
19 03, she was the w ife and is now 
the widow of Samuel L. Lipscomb, 
now dead. 
“ That on said 29 th day of J a n­ 
uary , A. D. 19 02, the defendant 
J ohn W . Ba ldwin, with force and 
arms, did wrong fully and willfully 
make an assault upon plaintiff’s 
said husband, Samuel L. Lipscomb, 
and with a certain deadly weapon, 
to-w it, a larg e, heavy chair, did 
wrong fully and willfully strike, 
cut, bruise and wound her said 
husband, Samuel L. Lipscomb, of 
which said wound he, 
the said 
Samuel L. Lipscomb, did, on the 
14th day of February , A . D . 19 02, 
die. 
“ Plaintiff states that the death 
of her husband was caused by the 
aforesaid wrong ful and willful act 
of the defendant, J ohn W . Bald 
win, whereby an action hath ac­ 
crued to her, under the statutes in 
such cases made and provided. 
“ Wherefore 
plaintiff 
pray s 
judg ment in the sum of five thou 
sand dollars ( $ 5 ,chdo ) and for her 
costs herein laid out and ex pended.

Mr. Lipscomb was a member of 
the camp,but was suspended for the 
ndn-pay ment of November dues, as 
told in these columns last Monday . 
On February 8 , six day s before 
her husband’s death, Mrs. Lips­ 
comb called upon Fred L. Lude- 
mann, clerk of Russell camp, and 
g ave him the sum her husband was 
delinquent, * but later it was re­ 
turned to her, with the statement, 
as Mr. Ludemann 
claims, 
that 
eig ht day s bey ond the six ty day s’ 
limit permitted by the order for re­ 
instatement had ex pired and in 
consequence he would have to re­ 
main suspended.

INTO CINDER PIT. 


Eng ineer Georg e Marsh Meets With 
a Terrible Accident. 


Chief Eng ineer 
Georg e Marsh 
was terribly burned and perhaps 
fatally injured by falling into the 
cinder pit at the pumping station 
south of Chillicothe about 5 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, say s the Chil­ 
licothe 
Democrat. 
The 
phy si­ 
cians can hold out little hope for 
his recovery . 
He suffers terribly , 
but is making a heroic strug g le for 
life. 
That Eng ineer Marsh was not 
burned to death seems almost a 
miracle. 
A t the hour stated above 
he noticed that there was fire in 
the cinder pit and told his assist­ 
ant that he would throw some 
water on it. 
The pit slopes down­ 
ward from a steep bank into the 
river. 
On either side there is a board 
chute to prevent the river washing 
into the pit. 
A s Marsh reached 
the edg e of the pit with the water 
hose a larg e section of the river 
bank, which had in some way be­ 
come undermined, g ave way and 
the unfortunate eng ineer plung ed 
head first into the red hot cinders. 
Marsh 
had presence of mind 
enoug h to fig ht wildly with 
his 
arms and leg s to prevent being

The ev iden ce o n which the in ­ 
dictmen t rests was secu red in the 
early day s o f the sessio n an d was 
fu rn ished b y Health Co mmissio n er 
Chap man an d Merrell, who to ld o f 
the thru stin g o f mo n ey u p o n them 
as a reward fo r their v o tes fo r the 
garb age co n tiact. 
The mo n ey , acco rdin g to the ev i­ 
den ce o f Do cto rs Merrill an d Chap ­ 
man , was in the han ds o f Ed. Bu t­ 
ler an d was fo rcib ly p laced u p o n 
their clo thin g. 
The su m o ffered to 
each was, as swo rn to b efo re the 
gran d ju ry , $2,5 00. 
It was re­ 
fu sed b y b o th do cto rs an d retain ed 
b y Bu tler. 
This is the su b stan ce 
o f the ev iden ce as giv en to the 
gran d ju ry . 
According to reliable informa­ 
tion secured last nig ht, the g rand 
jurors were a unit in reg arding this 
evidence as sufficient in itself to 
warrant the finding of an indict­ 
ment ag ainst Ed Butler for at­ 
tempted bribery , but they decided 
to continue their search in the hope 
of finding corroborative evidence, 
to discover the motive, and to g et 
further positive evidence ag ainst 
the g o-between and ag ainst any 
members of the house of deleg ates 
who mig ht have been involved in 
the deal for the passag e of the or­ 
dinances covering the 
contract.

Mr. Allen is in St. J oseph and 
the title of “ Rev erend” is now at­ 
tached to his name. 
Rev erend

the Union Mission on South Sixth 
street near Ang élique. 
It was a strang e transformation 
— from a notorious g ambler to a 
minister of the g ospel. 
Rev erend 
Allen attributes his reform to the 
prayers of his mother. 
In 18 9 3 Mr. Allen was employee 
as a dealer for a g ambling firm, 
composed of J ack Forstall, “ Dutch 
Henry” 
and Frank Randall a 
Deadwood, 
S. 
D. 
His parents 
had been pleading with him for 
a long time to g iv e up his dissolute 
ways and become an honored citi­ 
zen. 
“ For three months,” said Mr. 
Allen in discussing his life with a 
Gazettc-IIerald reporter, Tuesday 
nig ht, “ I foug ht ag ainst the g ood

bring my soul out of its darkness. 
It was the blackest three moolh- 
that I ev er experienced and ihcu 
God liad the v ictory.” 
Mr. Allen was born at Hunt­ 
ing ton, Te*üD,, February 6 , 18 55. 
and is for iy*sev en years old.

Allen left home for the 
western plains to hunt buffalo. 
The first tail and winter he spent 
I in J asper county. Mo,, and at Bax- 
tee Spring s, Kau. 
In the spring 
of 18 7 2 he went to Medicine Bow, 
Kan., on the plains, with a party 
of men supposed to be buffalo 
hunters, but they prov ed to be 
horse thiev es. 
So he left them and 
became employed by a band of 
cattlemen and drov e across the 
pi u: s to Wells, Nev . 
On arriv ­ 
ing there he found that he could 
play cards fairly well, so he started 
lo g ambling for a liv elihood, first 
in Nev ada, then into Idaho and 
California, Mexico, Colorado and 
the west in g eneral until 1877 he 
came east. 
In the mountains he 
learned 
how to deal all kinds of g ames and 
commenced 
to 
open g ambling 
houses. 
He did business all ov er 
Missouri, 
Arkansas, Texas, Illi­ 
nois, Michig an, N ew York, Ohio, 
Pennsylv ania, Wisconsin, 
North 
and South Dakota, Minnesota and 
Washing ton until his conv ersion 
in 18 9 3. 
Then the Lord opened 
his blind eyes and let him tee his 
lost condition, and he did as he 
had done on sev eral prev ious occa­ 
sions, resorted to drink for deliv er­ 
ance, but the Lord spoke to him 
just about as he was to open the 
third bottle for the day before g o­ 
ing to bed and said : 
“ If you continue to drink and 
smoke, in a short time you will be 
in a condition so you will not be 
able to make your liv ing and your 
wife will hav e to make it for you 
ov er the wash tub.” 
So he stopped and asked : “ What 
shall I do ; I cannot liv e without 
stimulants?” 
“ The Lord spoke the second 
time : “ I will help you if you will 
trust me.” 
So he emptied the bottle into 
the wash basin and washed his 
hands in it, and promised his wife 
and the Lord that he would nev er 
take another drink of liquor or 
another smoke as long as he liv ed.

then became miserable and 
went to the mountains to commit 
suicide, and there he says he had a 
v ision of hell. 
Mr. Allen says 
that he continued 
about

Ohio’s Proposed Excise Tax,

W a s h i n g t o n , Feb. 26.— A large 
number of ladies representing the 
the Federation of W om en’s clubs, 
the International Council of W o ­ 
men and kindred org^inizations op­ 
posed to polygamy, were heard by 
the house committee on judiciary 
yesterday m favor of a stringent 
constitutional amendment against 
polygamous practice.

F IN A L L Y CAUGHT.

WASHBÜRN INJURED. 


Miss Eva Wiseman, the frail and 
delicate teacher of the scho d near

murderer, Fletcher Barnett, him­ 
self a teachef recently, ià a corpse, 
the result of self-inflicted wounds 
with a revolver and drowning in a 
w^ell. 
Miss -.Viseman was quietly per­ 
forming her duties Tuesday fore­ 
noon in her school with her pupils 
all about her, when Barnett enter­ 
ed, and striding up to the desk 
where the young lady was stand­ 
ing, ex claimed : “ You have ruined 
me,” at the same time pulling out 
a revolver and threateaiog^to shoot 
her. 
Pupils say Miss Wiseman acted 
as if she thought Barnett was jok­ 
ing, but when she saw he was des- 
perute y in earnest, she begged 
frantic.lily for him not to shoot. 
He was deaf to the young woman’s 
pleading, and fired a bullet into 
her body. 
As the shot was fired Bert Hope- 
well, at the rear of the room, called 
to Barnett not to shoot. 
At that 
Barnett whirled about and fired at 
Hopewell, but missed him. 
Then 
another bubet was fired in the body 
of Miss Wiseman.

Clerk 11. C. Geiaberg, of the 
federal court, today received from 
Judge McPherson, at Kansas City, 
an opinion on the application asked 
for by Trus’ee C. C. Kelly of Bank­ 
rupt Charles B. Weils, of Sedalia, 
to prevent further proceedings on 
a replevin suit in the Pettis county 
circuit court on property claimed 
by the McF » r’and Carriage Co., 
says the Jefferson City Tribune 
Judge McPherson 
in an im­ 
portant opinion denied tlie injunc­ 
tion sought, on the ground that 
the state court had proper jurisdic­ 
tion of the replevin suit since it 
had the property in its possession 
for adjudication before the trustee 
was appointed and qualified. 
After quoting several authori­ 
ties, the opinion concludes : 
“ Under 
the former 
statutes 
(1867) the title to all property 
passed upon the mere filing of the 
petition. 
Tlie judiciary committee 
of the house in reporting the bill 
which became the present statute, 
called attention to this evil, and 
said that it was corrected by pass­ 
ing title as of the date of the adju­ 
dication, And such is the language 
of the statute. 
And if this is not 
so, see what we would have.? 
A 
petition is filed. 
The debtor can 
and often does, deny the commis­ 
sion of the alleged act of bankrupt­ 
cy. 
This takes months. 
“ The petitioning creditors can 
obtain an injunction and keep the 
property in tact. 
But in this case 
the creditors kept quiet and avoid­ 
ed such ex pense and liability. Now 
in the meantime, can it be possible 
that nothing can be done by the 
debtor in any other court? 
The 
writ is denied.”
